
Councillors rule out sites 
for new recycling centre 


TWO sites, East and West of Dorchester, have 
emerged as favourites for a new household recy¬ 
cling centre for the county town. 

The Old Radio Station site off the Bridport Road 
and a farmland site at Stinsford Hill between the 
Kingston Maurward roundabout and the County 
Show site were picked by town council planners 
on Monday evening. 

They, along with the Civic Society and Pound- 
bury Residents Association, have effectively ruled 
out three sites on, or next to the Duchy estate - off 
the Parkway, at Monkey’s Jump and at Rainbarrow 
Farm. 

Both the Old Radio Station and the existing DCC 
highways depot at Charminster could be used for 
a vehicle depot and/or a waste transfer facility, said 


SENIOR Archaeologist at Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil, Steve Wallis, joined Dorchester Strollers for 
a special walk. 

He told the group about the archaeology on 
the new Poundbury development, then 
pointed out features on the Poundbury hill- 
fort. 

He also outlined the route of the aqueduct 
into the county town, first built by the Ro¬ 
mans, which followed the contours on its 
route. 

The walkers also made their way along the 
top of the A35 bypass embankment and could 
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town councillors. 

But the Stinsford Hill choice met with immediate 
opposition from the town’s Civic Society, who put 
the site at the bottom of their list. 

Their representatives at the council meeting said 
that using the site might rule out the entire area be¬ 
tween there and Charminster for future housing 
growth. 

“We think any development at Stinsford Hill 
would prejudice a decision about where housing 
could go in the future.. .it could end up in splendid 
isolation on a significant site which is on a major

access to the town,” said David Moss from the so¬ 
ciety. 

But senior Dorchester councillor Trevor Jones 
said that the site had greater potential than any of 
the others and could still work if housing were ever 
to be agreed north of the water meadows - which 
he said might be a logical choice given that most 
of the rest of the town is next to an Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty. 

“You can be sure of one thing - there will be all 
hell to pay when any of these sites are brought for¬ 
ward,” said Mr Jones. 

The Civic Society and town councillor found sig¬ 
nificant objections to using sites on Duchy land 
just off the Monkey’s Jump roundabout and at 
nearby Rainbarrow Farm which the Duchy biogas 
plant is sited. Both were criticised for poor road 
access and the difficulty of building next to the 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty. Also out, as 
far as town councillors are concerned, is a site off 
the Parkway within Poundbury, which town coun¬ 
cillors decided would be better for business use. 

A radical option, diagonally opposite the town’s 
football stadium, on the Weymouth side of the by¬ 
pass, was also ruled out on traffic grounds, as was 
the existing site at Loudsmill which is also close 
to houses and local businesses. 

But it seems that for at least the next five years, 
the residents of St George’s Road will have to still 
put up with queues of traffic and giant skip lorries 
down what is, effectively, a single-track road to 
and from the town’s current HRC. 

Councillor Tim Harries said the site could not be 
in a worst place - at the end of a dead end road, 
through a residential area. 

“We need a site with proper road access for peo¬ 
ple inside and outside the town to use. 

“When the time comes the existing site has got 
to go.”

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Housing the preferred option 
for former prison development 



■ HOW North Square might look after development 


A HOTEL on Dorchester's former 
prison site has been ruled out by devel¬ 
opers - with most of the site being used 
for up to 200 homes. 

Heritage developer City & Country 
bought the mostly Victorian building in 
February after it closed in 2013. 

The latest plans, on show last week 
for the first time, reveal that the prison 
wings will be converted into one and 
two-bed apartments with several new 
apartment blocks built in the grounds. 

“The previous consultation set out 
some potential options for the conver¬ 
sion of the prison either into apartments 
or a hotel. Following feedback from the 
public consultation event, discussions 
with local business and interest groups 
and officers at West Dorset District 
Council, it was considered that there 
was not demand for a hotel in this lo¬ 
cation and agreed that this was not a vi¬ 
able option to take forward. Therefore 
conversion of the prison has focused on 
residential conversion,” said City and 
Country. 

The new proposals also allow for new 
buildings around the periphery of the 
site, also apartments, some with park¬ 
ing underneath the main building 
blocks, and some of the apartments 
with views over the river and towards 
Lower Burton and Charminster. 

Some sections of the prison wall will 
be breached under the proposals to 
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allow better access to the site. 

The only listed building on the site, 
the Gatehouse, will be retained and 
could be used for a small museum or 
‘interpretive centre’ to explain the his¬ 
tory of the site. 

Changes will also come to North 
Square with the development of homes 
on the existing prison car park. City 
and Country says it wants to ‘re-define’ 
the Square under its proposals with 
three-bedroom terraced housing in tra¬ 
ditional style and also the possibility of 
some commercial space and a cafe. 

The company has also faced head-on 
the calls for social housing on the site, 
telling those who would like to see it 
that it will be impossible if the scheme 
is to be viable: “The initial viability ex¬ 
ercise demonstrates the constraints as¬ 
sociated with the development of this 
historic site and in particular the con¬ 
version of the historic buildings means 
that we can’t provide the ‘usual’ devel¬ 
oper contributions. This includes not 
being able to provide social housing, 
which we know from feedback is a key 
aspiration of stakeholders and the pub¬ 
lic. “ 

It says that to provide social housing 
the density of the site would need to be 


increased with the buildings going up 
from a maximum of four storeys to 
seven. 

The developers also acknowledge the 
problems of having a restricted access 
to the site - through a narrow road 
which comes into North Square off the 
High Streets, past The Bow, on the cor¬ 
ner of St Peter’s Church. 

“In pre-application discussions, 
Dorset County Council has agreed the 
principle of two options for improving 
vehicular and pedestrian routes through 
The Bow. 

Option one is for environmental im¬ 
provements to reduce traffic speeds. 


This would see two-way traffic retained 
but the pavement removed on the west¬ 
ern side. Both the highway width and 
pavement on the eastern side (next to 
the Corn Exchange) would be realigned 
and widened to adopted standards, to¬ 
gether with traffic calming measures 
and a new crossing. 

Option two would see a traffic light 
installed at the entrance to The Bow 
from North Square so that vehicles 
would pass through in a single direc¬ 
tion. This would be linked to traffic sig¬ 
nals on the High Street and would also 
permit increasing the width of both 
pavements to adopted standards.”

anticipation of the new school opening. 

Mrs Morrissey says she finds it unbelievable 
that councillors and officers at the county council 
have been “unable to keep to schedule they have 
been planning for a number of years and certainly 
the whole of this year and last. 

“This town and the parents of Darners school on 
this occasion deserve better.. .This has gone on for 
too many years I think we all know there is little 
chance of the school opening in Spring 2017.” 

In a letter from county hall parents were told that 
the council had been unable to agree a contract 
figure with the contractor which has already un¬ 
dertaken the groundworks for the site. 

As a result a new contractor has had to be ap¬ 
pointed to carry out the main building works re¬ 
sulting in a delay of around three months - 
enough to miss the hoped for September 2016 
opening. 

The letter says that work should now start on the 
next phase in November. 

“We apologise for this delay but we are confi¬ 
dent the best decision has been made to ensure 
that the council and Darners First School obtain 
good value for money for this project and the best 
possible facilities for the children.”

Children's services to 
face funding review 


CUTS are on the way to Dorset’s youth services - as 
the authority struggles to cope with a reduction in 
grants from the Government. 

Young people, residents and local communities are 
being asked to help shape the future of youth services 
in Dorset. 

Over the coming weeks Dorset County Council 
wants to find out where young people go, what they 
do and what they would like to do - to help decide how 
it should provide youth services in the future. 

The council currently runs 22 youth centres, and also 
works with a range of other organisations to help run 
youth clubs by providing staff or funding. 

Sara Tough, the council’s director for children’s 
services, said: “Issues such as substance misuse, do¬ 
mestic abuse and parental mental health issues have 
all had a significant impact on the number of children 
and young people who are subject to a child protection 
plan or taken into care. 

“We want to tackle the increasing demand by fo¬ 
cusing more on prevention and early help - targeting 
those that are likely to need support before things get 
worse. Youth workers play a key role in supporting 
teenagers and we need to make sure the work they do 
makes a real difference to those in need. 

“We have to look at everything we do to make sure 
we can improve the lives of children and young peo¬ 
ple with a smaller budget. The review of the youth 
service is the first major project under our Forward 
Together for Children programme, which aims to 
change the way we deliver services for children and 
young people.” 

Dorset County Council’s children’s services budget, 
currently £57million, will have reduced by at least 
£5million in 2017, and by the same again, or more, by 
2020. 

The council currently spend £2.2million on youth 
services in Dorset and need to reduce this by around 
£1 million. 
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Councillor Toni Coombs, Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and young people, said: “Budget reductions 
mean we simply cannot continue delivering youth 
services the way we do now. By working together 
more with other organisations and local communities, 
we believe we can provide a more effective service 
that not only supports the most vulnerable, but also 
ensures that young people across Dorset have places 
to go and things to do.” 

People can give their views through an online survey 
at www.dorsetforyou .com/youth-services-survey 
The council is also talking to partner organisations 
across Dorset - including schools, voluntary and com¬ 
munity groups, and other local councils. And youth 
workers will be collecting views directly from young 
people who attend centres and clubs. 

Councillor Coombs added: “We want to hear from 
as many young people as possible. This is an oppor¬ 
tunity for them to tell us where they go, what they do 
and what they’d like youth services to look like in the 
future. Their views, alongside parents’ and local com¬ 
munities’, will help us determine the best way for¬ 
ward.” 

The survey will be available until October 27th.

Daytime bus service withdrawn 



The First bus service between Pound- 
bury and Weymouth and Portland is 
being withdrawn during the daytime 
from next week. 

First say the Number 14 will only 
be available for the school runs from 
Sunday, September 27th as part of 
the introduction of its winter 
timetable. 

But the company say that increase 
frequency on routes 1 and 10 should 
ensure passengers are still adequately 
catered for, with service 10 starting 
from Portland, proving a connection 
for commuters to Dorchester and stu¬ 
dents to Weymouth College. 

In Dorchester the service will now 
also stop at a new, temporary, stop in 
Bridport Road to provide a level ac¬ 
cess to the County Hospital. 

Other changes on Service 10 in¬ 


clude the evening service continuing 
to operate hourly, but 10 minutes 
later, to coincide with shift changes 
at the hospital. 

Service 1, which runs between 
Weymouth and Portland will operate 
every 10 minutes Monday to Satur¬ 
day and every 20 minutes on Sunday. 

During the morning peak most 
buses from Portland will run into 
Service 10, providing connections to 
Dorchester and for students to Wey¬ 
mouth College every 10 minutes. 

Other changes include minor 
changes to evening buses on Service 
2 from Weymouth to Littlemoor. 

Service 6 which runs between Wey¬ 
mouth to Lanehouse and the Sailing 
Academy will operate 10 minutes 
earlier throughout the day to avoid 
Town Bridge lifts on the hour. 


A PLAN to turn around the seven-coun¬ 
cil Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) is 
now mostly complete. 

In March, the DWP joint committee 
approved a 37-point action plan to im¬ 
prove its governance, leadership, finan¬ 
cial controls and project and risk 
management. 

This was in response to three reviews, 
a £2.7million overspend and issues with 
vehicle insurance and procurement. 

Partner councils appointed independ¬ 
ent consultants WYG to provide interim 
management support for up to six 
months and oversee delivery of the ac¬ 
tion plan. 

At its meeting on Monday, the joint 
committee heard that, six months on, all 
but four of the 37 changes have been 
embedded into the day-to-day business 
of the DWP. 

Improvements include: 

• Robust budget monitoring to high¬ 
light potential overspends so action can 
be taken to reduce costs 

• Keeping partner councils informed 
and involved in decision-making about 
service changes with financial implica¬ 
tions 

• Identifying and training budget 
holders at all staff levels 

• Progressing a range of savings op¬ 
tions to further drive down costs 

• A new absence management policy, 


which has helped cut short-term sickness 
and reduce agency costs 

• Setting and reporting on new per¬ 
formance targets for recycling, landfill, 
sickness and missed collections 

The committee heard that the latest 
budget monitoring suggests a risk of 
overspending by £686,000 in 2015/16, 
reduced from £911,000 earlier this year. 
Work is underway to find further sav¬ 
ings. 

The four on-going actions, which have 
become longer-term projects, are: 

• A review of the governance arrange¬ 
ments of the DWP 

• A review of support services pro¬ 
vided by the county council and new 
service level agreements 

• Procurement of new fleet and fuel 
information management systems 

• Maximising the efficiency of collec¬ 
tion routes around the county 

In addition, partner councils’ chief ex¬ 
ecutives have received a second report 
by WYG focussed on different ways of 
delivering services and potential out¬ 
sourcing options. 

WYG’s recommendations include 
changing the type of collection vehicles 
in some areas and collecting glass differ¬ 
ently from hard-to-reach properties. 

They also advise that “no economies 
would be gained by outsourcing the 
waste collection and street cleaning 


service” and that the DWP should not 
look at potential outsourcing before 
2017, in line with changes to waste dis¬ 
posal contracts. 

October will see the DWP complete 
the phased introduction of the standard¬ 
ised Recycle for Dorset service across 
Dorset, with the final roll-out to 20,000 
households in West Dorset. 

The service was adopted by all partner 
councils in 2012 with the aim of increas¬ 
ing Dorset’s recycling rate from 50 per 
cent to more than 60 per cent by 2016. 
The recycling rate for 2014/15 was 59 
per cent. Over the same period, the 
amount of Dorset’s waste sent to land¬ 
fill, which costs £80 per tonne, has 
halved to 22 per cent. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, Chair of 
the DWP Joint Committee, said:“With 
the improved financial control now in 
place we are able to monitor the budget 
throughout the financial year and take 
appropriate action to bring down costs. 

“We are also seeing big savings with 
much less waste going to landfill as a re¬ 
sult of the new collection service and 
prudent management of our contracts. 

“Partner councils are carefully consid¬ 
ering the options for how we can deliver 
waste services more efficiently into the 
future in what are increasingly challeng¬ 
ing conditions for local government and 
waste management nationally.”

“The reality is that 
there was no cure for the 
type of cancer Sophie 
suffered and so the em¬ 
phasis had to be on the 
quality of her life after 
she was diagnosed.

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New charges to come into 
force at recycling centres 


A DECISION to charge for taking some types of waste 
to local household recycling centres is likely to lead to 
an increase in fly tipping - according to one cam¬ 
paigner. 

Dorset County Council will impose charges from Au¬ 
gust next year at its tip sites across the county. 

These include £1.50 for a bag of soil, rubble or DIY 
waste; £5 for a car tyre and up to £35 for a gas cylin¬ 
der. 

Bob Kerr, who chairs the Dorchester Stop the Drop 
anti-litter group, says he supports the charges although 
he warns that it is likely to result in more people dump¬ 
ing their rubbish illegally. 

“I did vote for some charges as described, although 
I stated that it is likely to lead to some increase in fly¬ 
tipping inasmuch as the items for which charges are 
proposed are the very types of rubbish most commonly 
found fly-tipped. 

“As the centres are principally for disposal of house¬ 
hold waste I think it only fair that such non-household 
waste attracts charges. I find the garden waste wheelie 
bin service excellent and good value for money as I 
hardly need to visit the recycling centre at all. 

“An alternative would be that in order to allow all 
waste disposed of without charge an increase in council 
tax would be necessary, yet this would not be fair on 


those (a majority) who did not dispose of such items,” 
said Mr Kerr. 

DCC say they will be introducing the charges in an 
attempt to save around £200,000 a year. 

The decision comes after almost 7,500 people re¬ 
sponded to a public consultation on a range of options 
to reduce the £3.3million-a-year cost of running 
Dorset’s 11 household recycling centres. 

The new charges, which are expected to come into 
effect next August include - 

• £1.50 per bag of soil or rubble or item of DIY 
waste, such as ceramic basins 

• £6 per bag or £12 per sheet of asbestos 

• £2.50 per bag or £10 per sheet of plasterboard 

• £5 per car tyre 

• Between £6 and £35 per gas canister (depending 
on size) 

The DWP estimates charges could generate £250,000 
a year, offset by initial set-up costs of around £20,000. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, chair of the DWP Joint 
Committee, said: “Thank you to everyone who had 
their say. The results showed just how highly residents 
value Dorset’s recycling centres. The changes agreed 
will achieve significant and much-needed savings with 
the minimum impact on the majority of people who 
use our centres.”

MORE than 60 Dorset real ale pubs have 
made it into the 2016 Good Beer Guide 
published by the Campaign for Real Ale. 

The guide also identifies 20 breweries 
within the county boundaries. 

From the George Inn at Portland in the 
far south, from the Volunteer at Lyme 
Regis in the west, to the Ship in Distress 
at Mudeford in the far east of Dorset, all 
66 pubs have been surveyed and in¬ 
spected independently by local CAMRA 
members. 

In Weymouth, four pubs are listed - The 
Boot, Weymouth’s oldest pub dating from 
around 1600; the Royal Oak on Custom 
House Quay; the Wyke Smugglers and 
the Globe Inn, situated in East Street by 
the harbour. 

For licensee Mike Carter, it is his fifth 
year that the Globe Inn has been in the 
“real ale bible”. 

Rebuilt in 1896 after a fire, the Globe 
Inn was once owned by Devenish. Mike 
Carter bought the freehold from Enter¬ 
prise Inns six years ago when the pub was 
on the verge of closure. 

Mr Carter said: “I am very proud to be 
in the prestigious Good Beer Guide for a 
fifth year. That shows customers appreci¬ 
ate good real ale, both the quality and the 
variety.” 


In Dorchester, the Blue Raddle in 
Church Street, the Brewhouse & Kitchen 
by the south station and Tom Browns in 
High West Street have been listed. 
Palmers’ brewery pubs the Ropemakers 
Arms and the Crown Inn are recom¬ 
mended in Bridport, along with the Tiger 
Inn. 

Other listings include the Fox Inn at 
Corscombe, the Bottle Inn near the 
Devon border at Marshwood, the Crown 
at Puncknowle, the Quarterdeck Tavern 
at West Bay and the Castle Inn at West 
Lulworth - winner of CAMRA’s national 
cider pub of the year award. The Grey¬ 
hound at Beaminster is also listed as is the 
16th century Spy way Inn at Askers well. 

“The 2016 Good Beer Guide is an 
iconic annual publication which 
CAMRA’s 174,752 members and the dis¬ 
cerning drinking public use to find the 
best pubs in the area,” said CAMRA 
spokesman Michel Hooper-Immins. 

“The guide is completely independent, 
pubs are regularly checked by local 
CAMRA volunteers and unlike many 
other guides, no charge is made for en¬ 
tries.” 

CAMRA is one of the most successful 
consumer organisations in Europe. 

The book will be on sale at the October 


CAMRA Beer Festival at Weymouth’s 
Ocean Room on October 16th and 17th.

MEMBERS of Age UK Dorchester’s Activity Cen¬ 
tre at Rowan Cottage are set to be the latest to ben¬ 
efit from Bluebird Care Dorset’s Community Grant 
scheme with September’s grant being awarded to 
the centre to cover the cost of additional games and 
equipment.

WITH the news that Simons, the developers of 
Charles Street, have pulled out and West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council has appointed a steering group to advise 
a way forward, here are a few ideas.

Tim Lezard will be exploring media bias, and asking if this is some¬ 
thing new or has it always been this way since newspapers began ap¬ 
pearing in the late 17th Century. Tim is a freelance journalist and 
former President of the NUJ, he has reported from Ukraine, Bolivia, 
Venezuela and Iraq and also works as media officer for the South West 
TUC and editor of USi News. 

He began his career working for regional newspapers, including the 
Gloucestershire Echo, Gloucester Citizen and Western Daily Press, before 
going on to edit the satirical cricket monthly Johnny Miller 96* and The 
Big Issue South West. 

Specialising in social affairs, equalities, trade unions, politics and so¬ 
cial justice, Tim has for many years campaigned for ethical journalism, 
introducing a conscience clause to protect journalists forced to write 
stories contradicting the NUJ’s Code of Conduct. 

Justice Cafe organiser Keith Hatch said "Tim will draw on a wealth of 
experience to look back at the reporting of the Martyrs'trial and how 
it compares with the coverage of this year's election, and ask how the 
ruling class owns the media, and can shape its message."

At market launch, 
one petrol engine and three diesel options 


are offered. 

Design: Commanding presence, robust 
proportions and dynamic lines 

Robust proportions, sculpted surfaces 
and genre-specific design features clearly 
mark the XI out as a member of the BMW 
X model family. The front is defined by the 
large, upright BMW kidney grille, three-sec¬ 
tion lower air intake and characteristic 
"four-eyed" look formed by the twin circular 
head lights and fog lamps.

Blake all set for Russian duel in Doha 


DORCHESTER athlete Paul Blake is set 
to lock horns again with his two great 
Russian rivals after being selected to 
compete in the IPC Athletics World 
Championships in Doha next month. 

Current T36 800m gold medallist 
Blake from Charlton Down will be look¬ 
ing to defend his title as well as go one 
better in the 400m where he won silver 
in Lyon in 2013. 

However he will have to be on top 
form as he will once again be in compe¬ 
tition against arch rivals Evgenii Shvet- 
cov and Artem Areftev. 

Shvetcov (27) is the current London 
2012 Paralympic 800m, 400m and 100m 
champion, but would appear to be con¬ 
centrating on the shorter distances now 
having dropped the 800m in Lyon and 
instead won the 200m gold. 

Although Arefyev is ranked World 
Nol in the IPC listings with a time of 


2:09.10 posted in July, Blake has run 
three seconds faster in his only run this 
year in a BMC meeting in Exeter in Au¬ 
gust, and is confident in going even 
faster. 

ready for the heat 

“I am pretty confident of running 
faster. I had to do that mn to get selec¬ 
tion, but we will wait until Doha before 
I do anymore. I will just run what I need 
to really. “The hot weather will not be a 
problem; in fact it should be an advan¬ 
tage for me.” 

Shvetcov will almost certainly be run¬ 
ning the 400m which will test Blake 
considerably. Asked his chances he said: 
“We will just have to wait and see. 
Training has been going really well, but 
you have just got to run it and find out 
depending on the situation.” 

“My only time this season is 55.10 in 
July, but it really depends on the day and 


the situation and whether it is a tactical 
race or not. 

“ My best is 54.20 and I am confident 
I can beat that if required. I will probably 
go out as hard as I can at the start and see 
what happens.” 

Blake has one more race this Saturday, 
a 400m in Newham, before leaving for 
Qatar on October 11th. 

The games take place between October 
22nd and 31st, with the 400m semi-fi¬ 
nals scheduled for the opening day and 
the final 24 hours later. 

Although the 800m is scheduled to 
have semi-finals on the 25th, it is ex¬ 
pected that there won’t be enough run¬ 
ners and that it will be a straight final to 
take place on Monday October 26th. 

The 25-year-old who has won 13 
medals in four years hopes he can add 
two more to his tally this time round; 
preferably both gold.

DOCHESTER Town manager 
Mark Jermyn was always confi¬ 
dent his players would put 
their midweek cup defeat be¬ 
hind them and bounce back 
against Stratford Town last Sat¬ 
urday.

"Whilst I dropped out this 
time, it means that sometimes 
we have also to step in, as in 
this match. Charlie Davis and 
Lewis Morgan are our domi¬ 
nant midfielders but both took 
knocks, and whilst they didn't 
want to come off you have to 
look after them." 

Reflecting on his decision to 
give Shane Murphy his first 
league start of the campaign in 
place of Alan Walker-Harris he 
said: "I wouldn't say there was 
a standout performance today, 
but I would say that Shane has 
come in and shown he has 
been working really hard out¬ 
side of the starting eleven to 
show competition for his place. 

"As I said at the start of the 
season there is no number one 
keeper, it's a case of whoever is 
playing well will play and it will 
be like that throughout the 
season, and I don't think any¬ 
one should be surprised if 
there is a change at some other 
point during the season. It's up 


to Shane to keep his place and 
I've said exactly the same thing 
to Alan. 

"Shane's attitude is one of the 
best in the dressing room, and 
being a goalkeeper it's a posi¬ 
tion where you can't force your 
way into the team by being ac¬ 


commodated in another posi¬ 
tion if you are playing well; 
there is only one position. 

"Alan has been playing well 
but I just felt I needed to take 
stock of where we've been con- 
ceding, and I thought Shane 
conducted himself very well."
